The Iaponeers now 
all in general,as ſome of them had 
done before in particular , cryed 
out unto the Engliſh, ſaying; Oh 
you Engliſh men, where did we 
ever in Our livescat with you, talk 
with you, or ( to our remem-» 
brance)ſee you ?

Beomont , George Sharrock, , Ed. 
ward Collins and William Webber, 
were brought to the Governour; 
who told Webber Beomont and 
Sharrock , that they were par- 
doned in Honour of the new Ge. 
neral ; and Ce!lins, that he' was 
togoto Faccatra, there to (tand 
to the favour of the General. So 
the Governour made them drink 
wine with him, ahd curreouſly 
dilmifſed them: willing them to 
PO and conlule with the reſt that 
were faved;, who were fit to be 
placed in the ſeveral FaCtoriesf;, 
Which done , and their opinion};
